FOREWARD 



This document results from a confluence of several developments at 
Wes tern Michigan University. An evolving interest of faculty in the con- 
cept of ecology and environmental problems brought more than thirty of us 
together in the Winter of 1970. From that first meeting, called by Dr. 
James Zietlow, Associate Dean of the College of Liberal Arts, there was 
formed a faculty committee (with one student member) which entitled 
Itself, "The Committee, on Environmental Programs". While the precise 
character of the Programs which could eventuate from the Conmlttee were 
at Cirst unknown, we assumed they would be educational in nature, thus, 
we discussed mobilizing sources of materials for our research and teaching 
interests . 



We were aware that the Federal government had produced a large 
number of documents which were wide ranging in content and useful to both 
researchers and teachers. We knew as well the difficulty of locating 
such materials without some help, and we noted that most bibliographies 
in this field did not include public documents. We therefore concluded 
that a bibliography of recent documonts issued by the Federal government 
would be a worthwhile contribution to those teachers and researchers 
working in the field of environment problems, not only at Western Michigan 
University but elsewhere. We obtained some financial support form the 
College of Liberal Arts and we asked Dr. Louis Kiraldl, Head of the 
Dociiments Department, Dwight B. Waldo Library to direct the project.

In 1970 the Institute of Public Affairs in the Political Science 
Department began to direct its attention to environmental problems in 
Southwest Michigan.
